SUMMARY OF THE REASONS FOR DECISION: 

The video recording entitled Grauzone Nr. 43 is classified as: 

Objectionable. 

The video recording promotes and supports the use of urine and excrement in 
association with degrading and sexual conduct. These activities are included on a 
feature and a trailer for the primary purpose of viewer titillation and sexual arousal, and 
are presented as legitimate for such a purpose. Therefore, under s3(2) of the Films, 
Videos, and Publications Classification Act 1993, the video recording promotes and 
supports these activities and is deemed to be objectionable. 

The criteria applied by the Office of Film and Literature Classification resulting in the 
limit on the availability of this publication are prescribed by law. A classification of
